Willis Hawley, Republican, Oregon, 
j{ the ways and means committee of 
the House, says it is all the fault of 
the Wilson adm inistration 
and par­ 
ticularly of William Gibbs 
McAdoo, 
who as secretary of the treasury did 
not follow the law by having bonds 
of the same sort as the Liberty Bonds 
which fu mi shad the funds 
for the 
foreign loans, but accepted am bassa­ 
dorial notes. 
If we had the bonds, he 
thinks, such term s as we have made 
with our debtors would have been re­

'd up all the careless weeds, and Dull 
lettle. then ate up 
about 
twenty 
icres of very young corn and 
soy- 
ean s for Mr. Smith. 
By this time 
t had about obtained its growth and 
>egan to go into the 
pupae 
stage. 
Thus it disappeared. 
Last week, another brood of th* se 
vorms began to appear in several lo- 
alities on the west side of the roui- 
y. 
They are not ordinarily consid- 
red a pest of cotton or corn, 
b it 
his year, they are eating cotton, soy­ 
beans and corn, although 
not 
until 
they have first cleaned up the care­ 
less weeds and bull nee tie. 
A yellowish buff colored moth lays 
the eggs on the foliage of weeds. Th< 
eggs hatch usually in 3 to 4 days in­ 
to small worm. 
The worms become 
full grown in about three weeks and 
go into the soil where 
they 
ip ’n 
small silken webs and 
pupate. 
In 
about eight to ten days, they change 
into a moth which proceeds to 
lay 
more eggs. 
If the worms become so numerous 
that it becomes necessary to poison. 
Any arsenical poison will do.

Use four to 
seven pounds per acre and dust

If bags are used in place of 
mechanical duster, some lime «mould 
be mixed with the arsenate to pre­ 
vent possibility of burning foliage.

PAY ATTENTION 
TO CAR QUAKES 


Failure to Hold Is Due Most­ 
ly to Neglect of Owner, 
Says Hayes. 


Motorists who do not enjoy the 
latest improvements In brakes are 
missing a good opportunity and over­ 
looking safety by not making a great­ 
er effort to get the most from their 
present 
brakes 
is the opinion 
of 
Charles M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor club. 
During this period of transition In 
brakes, he says, there is an unneces­ 
sary tendency toward a double stand­ 
ard of stopping, which can be pre­ 
vented by getting more out of the 
brakes on older cars and refraining 
from using the newer brakes exces­ 
sively. 
“In considering the details of so- 
cailed “brake failure“ as a cause of 
accidents,” 
Hayes 
explains, 
*the 
American 
Automobile 
association, 
found most brake sygtems were not 
giving more than 75 per cent of their 
full efficiency by reason of owner neg­ 
lect. 
Both Kinds Neglected. 
“This applied to four-wheel brakes 
as well as the two-wheel variety. One 
of the chief reasons for this low effi­ 
ciency of so Important a unit of the 
car is the failure of the average 
driver to take advantage of what is 
known as the wrapping action of the 
brake bands. 
“When bands are of uniform clear­ 
ance all the way round every square 
Inch of lining comes Into contact with 
the brake drum simultaneously. Thla 
causes the band to follow the drum, 
or to wrap around it. Brake effec­ 
tiveness is greatly increased, and the 
car stops with far less effort on the 
part of the driver. 
“Most car ow ners consider clearance 
uniformity, as simply a detail which 
provides for even wear of the lining«. 
Rather than take the trouble to adjuat 
the bauds carefully they allow ex­ 
cessive clearance all around, which 
means that in wet weather the brakes t 
may get water-clogged. 
i 
Equality Is Important. 
“Equality of adjustment is an even 
more important feature. Two brakes, 
evenly adjusted, are safer ia tho long 
run than Just one brake that makes 
the car stand on end. 
Experience 
demonstrates brakes are used during 
wet weather, and it follows if the 
brakes are not of equal adjustment 
under such conditions there is no ad­ 
vantage in having one good brake. 
The 100 per cent brake may reduce 
the resultant braking efficiency to nil, 
and cause a skid. 
’‘Comparatively few car owners ap­ 
preciate the effect of the weather 
and the elements on the brakes. In 
damp weather linings will be much 
more effective than in dry weather, 
yet few' owners will remember to waah 
the brakes when there is very little 
natural dampness. 
“If oil tends to work out on the 
right brake band of the rear wheel

When the temperature is away 
down it is of course very wise to 
partially—if not fully—cover the front 
of the radiator to prevent tho bitter 
cold from getting the engine too cold 
for proper operation.

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MISSOURI LEADS ALL 
STATES INROAD WORK 


K ansas 
City, July 26.— “ Improved 
roads are doing- more to boost Mis­ 
souri than any 
other 
improvement 
th a t ever has been undertaken“, 
B 
H. Piepmeier, chief engineer of 
the 
Missouri State H ighway Commission, 
declared in an address here today. 
“ It is already noticeable that good 
roads have brought to the state thou­ 
sands of visitors who have not only 
enjoyed our scenery and hospitality 
but have invested large sums of m on­ 
ey here”, he said. 
“These tourists 
are not only leaving with us the g as­ 
oline tax to help build and maintain 
our roads, but are leaving a neigh­ 
borly spirit which insures 
develop­ 
ment and progress in all our indus­ 
tries” . 
Piepmeier described the financing 
plan under which it is estim ated that i 
7640 miles of roads will be completed | 
by 1934. 
“The State system is 
now 
about 50 per cent com pleted”, he said, i 
“The Sta+e H ighw ay D epartm ent has : 
sold $47,500,000 of 
the 
$60,000,000 
bonds and has expended about $44,- 
000,000 of this money for work done. 
“A pproxim ately 
$7,500,000 
more 
bonds will be sold this fall; the bal­ 
ance of the $60,000,000 will be sold 
early in 1927. 
A fter all of the $60,- 
000,000 bonds have been sold, the de­ 
p artm ent w'ill continue the state road 
building program on the pay-as-you- 
go basis. 
The money 
for 
financing 
the $60,000,000 bonds and the money 
that will be available for road con­ 
struction 
and 
m aintenance 
on the 
pay-as-you-go basis will 
be derived 
from automobile 
registration 
fees 
and the gasoline tax and not from 
property taxes. 
“ Missouri is nowr at the head of the 
states in her road-building program . 
We will complete this year more than 
1000 miles of finished roads and will

Failure to Hold It Due Most­ 
ly to Neglect of Owner, 
Says Hayes. 


M otorists who do not enjoy the 
latest Improvem ents in (»rakes are 
missing a good opportunity and over­ 
looking safety by not m aking a g reat­ 
er effort to get the moat from their 
present 
brakes 
is 
the 
opinion 
of 
Charles M 
Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor club. 
During this period of transition In 
brakes, he says, there is an unneces­ 
sary tendency tow ard a double stand­ 
ard of stopping, which can be pre­ 
vented by getting more out of the 
brakes on older cars and refraining 
from using the new er brakes eices- 
alvely. 
“In considering the details of so- 
catled “brake failure’* as a cause of 
accidents,” 
H ayes 
explains, 
“the 
Am erican 
Automobile 
association, 
found most brake system s were not 
giving more than 75 per cent of their 
full efficiency by reason of owner neg 
lect. 
Both Kinds Neglected. 
“T his applied to four-wheel brakes 
as well as the two-wheel variety. One 
of the chief reasons for this low effl 
clency of so Im portant a unit of the 
car 
Is the failure of the average 
driver to take advantage of w hat Is 
known as the w rapping action of the 
brake hands. 
“When bands are of uniform clear­ 
ance all the way round every square 
Inch of lining comes Into contact with 
the brake drum sim ultaneously. This 
causes the band to follow the drum, 
or to wrap around It. B rake effec­ 
tiveness Is greatly Increased, and the 
car stops with far leas effort on the 
p art of the driver. 
“Most car ow ners consider clearance 
uniform ity, as simply a detail which 
provides for even wear of the linings. 
R ather than take the trouble to adjust 
the bands carefully they allow ex­ 
cessive clearance all around, which 
m eans that in wet w eather the brakes 
may get water-clogged. 
Equality Is Im portant. 
“Equality of adjustm eut la an even 
more Im portant feature. Two brakes, 
evenly adjusted, are safer la the long 
run than Just one brake that makes 
th e car stand on end. 
Experience 
dem onstrates brakes are used during 
wet w eather, and It follows If the 
brakes are not of equal adjustm ent 
under such conditions there Is no ad ­ 
vantage in having oue good brake. 
The TOO per cent brake may reduce 
the resultant braking efficiency to nil, 
and cause a skid. 
‘‘Com paratively few car owners ap­ 
preciate the effect of the w eather 
and the elem ents on the brakes. In 
dam p w eather linings will be much 
more effective than in dry w eather, 
yet few owners will rem em ber to wash 
the brakes when there Is very little 
natural dampness. 
“If oil tends to work out on tha 
right brake bund of the rear wheel 
during hot w eather the sim plest rem ­ 
edy Is to drive up on the crown of 
the road instead of allowlug the axle 
to tip to the right so constantly.

“A new tire Is a safety device,” 
Mr. Hayes adds. 
"Its strong carcass 
is a symbol of security. 
W ith It the 
driver 
Is 
justified 
In 
running 
at 
higher car sjieeds In the country and 
In operating his cur at norm al travel­ 
ing speeds over rough roads where 
excessive strains are placed on tires. 
“The rough treads of a new tire 
-<ave 
skids, 
provide hetter 
traction 
and 
assist 
in 
stopping. 
A 
driver 
need not consider him self at a dis­ 
advantage 
with old tires, however, 
provided he Is provident enough to 
make 
his 
driving 
conform 
to 
his 
rubber. 
“We cannot ufford to stretch safe­ 
ty 
while stretching rubber. 
Some­ 
thing will snap unless common sense 
and caution are abundant enough to

Don't forget to remove the cover 
from the front of the radiator when 
ihere Is a thaw or the w eather gets 
mild for a few days after being quite 
cold.
